from the Back of the Sheep to the Market. 

2. The People Selling, are the Maker, the 
Whiolefole. Man, or Faétor at London, the Ree 
tailer or Chapman, including with thofe the 
Carriers, and their Dependencies to and from 
London, the Shopkeepers under one another, 
from the City to the Country-Town, and again 
to the Villages. 

This I call the Circulation and Oeconomy of 
our Home Trade 3 and Iam of Opinion, there 
are greater Numbers of Families Maintain’d, 
thus by our Manufactures after they are made, 
than there are by the making them; Now lam 
an Humble Petitioner to Sir # A 
and any of our Senators, to tell me, which way
